Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, August 27: 

Week ended August 22. 

Bill of health issued to the steamship Ilohenfeh, bound for Boston 
and New York, with a total crew of 63. The usual precautions were 
taken, holds fumigated, rat guards on wharf lines, and Asiatics' effects 
disinfected. 

Week ended August 15. Thirteen deaths from cholera, 14 from 
plague, and 8 from smallpox in Calcutta. In Bengal, week ended 
August 16, 14 cases and 14 deaths from plague. In India during the 
same period 1,167 eases and 825 deaths from plague.
